THE WIIH; readers wilj he interested in 


tlie fol owing iiconiini, of the silica opera- 
tions ir Rwldiiigtoii, In Washington Coun- 
ty, very few people being aw it re that a 
great laziness is going on there in the, 
wild;* of Maine, and that thousands of dol- 
lars h;u-e been expended there In building 
one nf Hie host plants in tlie world.- Mr. 
(ftfirlc: "K. Mitchell, of this city, the Su- 
perintendent of the work's, is the inventor 
of most of the machinery MI use at Bed- 
dingtoi . Tlie article was written by a 
recent visitor at the works. 


The tiny corn! in«eer, building a home 


for itself and dying, is the architect of 


hinds that are almost continents in si/e. 


had covered a period of several years, and 
that It was the only plant of Its kind in 
the world. The nearest approach to it is 
the German process, which, however, is 
slnoly a rough solar drying. The Ameri- 
can company was obliged to originate and 
construct nearly all of the machinery in 
use at the present time. 
In doing this 


numerous devices were tried, only to be 
discarded as their impracticability'became 
apparent. 
This was continued until the 


objectionable features were all overcome, 
and machinery constructed which would 
do ffie work in a simple and effective way. 
The accompanving cut gives a good idea 
of t'ae plant. 


Upon asking the Superintendent if the 


business warranted such a large outlav, 
there having been $100,000 expended upon 
the Plant alon€, his reply was that at first. 
the parties Interested supposed that the f 
demand was limited, but the present com- ] 
pany had so improved the process that it ' 
had largely increased the demand as well 
as the value of the material, and at the 
present time It is unable to fill its orders, 
although running its works to its fullest 
capacity. 
The fact that the demand al- 


ready exceeded more than could be fur- 
nished from these works, led them as 
early as last season to make thorough en- 
quiry as to there being other deposits of 
a similar'nature. To this end they spared 
no expense in employing the best of min- 
ing Engineers, who made a thorough can- 
vass of the country, which resulted in 
thei- finding tiree large deposits in Nova 
Scotia, which they purchased outright, ' 
together with two hundred and fifty acres 
of hind. 
The search for other deposits 


has been continued up to the present time, 
but none have been found of sufficient 
coinmercial value to warrant purchase, 
their object being to control the best. 
They now feel satisfied that they have ac- 
complished it,' and that the output can be 
regulated to the consumption, to which 
there seems to be no limit on account of - 
the variety of uses for which it is adapt- 
ed. I 


The company now seems fully able to 


carry out .its" plans for a very large 
business, as they own its property both 
in A'aine and Hova Scotia, free and clear 
from all indebtedness, and have working - 
capital in addition, to run the business.
